10. (Currently amended) A method for alleviating a neurological symptom of 
prostate cancer, the method comprising the step of administering a therapeutic amount of a 
botulinum toxin type A into a portion of the lower urinary tract of a patient with prostate cancer, 
thereby alleviating a symptom of prostate cance r, wherein the symptom is selected from the 
group consisting of prostatic enlargement, pelvic pain, urinary incontinence, urinary retention, 
urge-type dysfunction, unstable bladder, unstable sphincter, and recurrent urinary infection .
